People 
were asking for a meeting house 
in their own territory instead of 
traveling to Wooburne t0 discuss 


incorporated as a distinct town, 
The final outcome in 1730 (Sept- 
‘ember 25) was brought about when 
the General Court passed an act 
that divided “‘Wooburne" into three 
territories. So, the Northeastern 
part of Woburn, with the Westerly 
part of Reading made the township 
of Wilmington, 

‘After being incorporated the town 
was made to have an orthodox 
minister and to porvide for him, 
Rev, James Varney of Boston, 4 
Harvard graduate in the class of 
1725 was the first pastor appointed. 

‘The chief products of these days 
were: milk, eggs, fuel, apples, 
cranberries, hay, pork, beef and 
potatoes, Of course we. all know 


Baldwin of Woburn who cut scions 
from it and gave it its name and 


The first tannery in Wilmington 
was known as the Perry Converse 
& Co, at North Wilmington, The 
only other industry worth mention 
ing during this era was the Mer- 
rimack Converse & Co, As far 
back as the 1700's it was mentioned 
that Wilmington was favorably sit- 
uated for business. 

Wilmington was always known to 
have residents of high character 
who took the education of their 
children very seriously. Yes, even 
in that day and.age, parents were 
qu i te concerned about their 
children getting the proper educa- 
ton, 

The first School Committee in 
1889 consisted of Charles A. Swain, 
Frank Carter andRichard L, Folk- 
ins. 

Wilmington was also cited for its 
water works, of which there were 
none, All, water was supplied by 
wells, and that didn’t prove to be 
too bad as Wilmington people were 
known to be healthier for it!
